Cancel claims 2-5, 8, 9, 12, 13, 15-17, 20 and 29-31. The rejections of claims 2-5, 8, 9, 
12, 13, 15-17, 20 and 29-31 were affirmed in the Board Decision mailed October 16, 2008. 
Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 21-27 are allowed. The rejections of claims 21-27 were reversed in the Board 
Decision mailed October 16, 2008. 

Reasons for Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In regard to independent claim 21, the prior art of record fails to teach or suggest an in- 
mold labeled, blow-molded article formed from high density polyethylene, the label being 
formed from a biaxially oriented polypropylene based voided film having a shrinkage of at least 
4% in both the machine and transverse directions as measured by the OPMA shrink test, the film 
comprising a base layer composed of a polypropylene homopolymer; a void-creating filler 
disposed in the polypropylene homopolymer, the filler being selected from the group consisting 
of chalk and organic polymers; and an outer layer, wherein the film has a density of less than 0.8 
g/cm 3 and the outer layer comprises a heat sealable polymer.
